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YESTERDAY'S ANNOUNCEMENTS 



The opening college day of the new year brought two im- 
portant announcements, full of interest to the undergraduates, es- 
pecially to those in the Faculties of Arts and Law. The two 
changes now made public arc the resignation of Dr. J. W. A. 
Hickson, M.A., Ph.D., and the appointment of Dr. Ira Allen 
Mackay as acting Dean of the Faculty of Arts. 

Although the resignation of Dr. Hickson has been rumoured 
for some time, it docs not actually come into effect until the nine- 
teenth of this month, which is the conclusion of the first term of 
the .vsv.versity year. The change is one which is causing much re- 
gret for Dr. Hickson waj. the Frothingham associate, professor of 
Logic and Metaphysics and had been connected with the profes- 
sorial staff of McGill for the past twenty-three years. Although 
he left the ranks of undergraduates a good many seasons ago, he 
has never ceased to be a student' searching ceaselessly for further 
knowledge, trying always to add carefully and discriminatingly to 
his store of information. Not only is Dr. Hickson and authority in 
his own subjects but he is exceptionally well read in matters out- 
side of his chosen sphere and is. in. consequence broad-minded and 
tolerant. He. moreover, possesses that somewhat intangible quality 
of being able to lead and instruct and those students who have sat 
under him are especially appreciative of the work which he has 
done. He has been the faithful follower of a high calling and has 
given much for comparatively little, according to the standards of 
wealth to-day. 

The second important change is the appointment of Dr. Mac- 
kay of the Faculty of Law, as the successor of the late Dr. Hark- 
ness as acting Dean of Arts. Dr. Mackay will become Frothing- 
ham associate, professor of Logic., and Metaphysics, as. ..well as 
conducting the duties of the deans-hip, and Law students ..regret 
the change because they are losing a professor who has attained 
much popularity. Dr. Mackay will head the Faculty "until a per* 
manent Dean is appointed to take the place of- Dr.îlîaihg"find 
- wish him every success in this new work, which- Has-been allotted, 
him. - - . •

"AVIIh deep liatlsfartion I present 
for the consideration and vole of tin 
American people the plan aoiectnd by 
tho Jury as nntklod (o tho American 
Peace Award under th* conditions. 

'The Award broughl forth 22.165 
plans. Sinco mtuiy of them were the 
composite work of orgHnlMtlons, uni- 
versities, etc., a single plan often re. 
presented tho views of hundreds of 
tlvousnmls of Individual*. There were 
also received several hundred thou- 
sand letters which, while they did not 
submit plans, suggested in almost 
each instance a solution of the peace 
problem. 

"The Jury had therefore before it 
an index of the true feeling and judg. 
merit of hundreds of thousands of 
American oittetns. The plajis carae 
from every group In American life. 
Some were obviously from tife-long 
students of history and international' 
law. Some were from persona who 
have studied little, but who have 
themselves seen and felt the horror of 
war— or who are even now living out 
Its tragedy. 

"However unlik*. they almost all 
express or imply the same conviction: 
That thin Is the time for the nations 
of the earth to admit frankly that 
war is a. crime and thus withdraw the 
legal and moral sanction too long 
permitted to it as a method of settling 
International dlnputea. Thousands of 
plans show a deep aspiration to have 
the United States take the lead In a 
common agreement le brand war in 
very truth an "outlaw." 

"The plans shows a realisation that 
no adequate defe a »e against this 
Bituattori ha« thuy fur been devlMd;

Dr, Alexander Meiklejohn, at one 
Ume president ot Amhcrsi Caltogci 
- Is a« interesting figure In ihc edu- 
cational world of to-day, bemuse, ot 
hl» firmness of opinions Und Ms fear- 
ten criticism. In the Atlantic. Month, 
ly, of November 1S22. there was pub- 
lished an articlo by this critic of the 
•present system ot education, which 
donit with the relations between ath- 
letics anil the colleges. To many 
the statements were a revelation and 
as ; a result considerable interest 
wm aroused in various sections of 
this continent. At the time of its 
Appearance certain members of the 
McGill Athletic Board prnisod the 
work of Dr. Meiklejohn and deemed 
it of such interest, and value that 
s/ome time ago the Daily received sev- 
eral requests to publish the artieie. 
in order that it might be brought to 
the attention of the student h'ody at 
larfre. Permission to do this m 
obtained from -lie publishers but up 
to the present time the scarcity of 
space has prohibited its appearance. 
The fc-Mowing is the first instalment 
and the editors hope to publish the 
work in its entirety by the conclu- 
sion of this week. Tt has been highly 
recommended by Dr. Lamb. Mr, Wal- 
ter Molson and others, and undergrad- 
uates should benefit from a thorough 
study ot Dr. Meifclejohn's statements. 
They speak for themsv-lves. 

What Are College Games For 

(By Alexander Meiklejohn) 
There is one obvious and outstand- 
ing- fact about the younger genera- 
tion, viz-, that the ..Uler generation 
mride it. The marks of its makers 
arc upon it. These young people 
-who torment us. who baffle us. who 
seem so different from ourselves— these 
arc our children. Whatever they are 
they owe to us. We gave them 
birth; we gave ihcm training : we 
gave the the social order which shapes 
n-nd fashions them. If they have 
virtues, the cause is in us; if they 
have vice.t it is we who have brought 
them into he'ng. In every proper 
causa* sense they arc ours. If then 
wc to understand our children 

v e-r- st examine ourselves-. If we 
•'-ovia -rcscribe for their diseases or 
■••titivate their virtues v.-e must find 
-he sources of these in ourselves and 
our world. Just as the fathers i 
b^m ve approve made" us\ so we 
•<>de these who follow us, whom we 
often condemn. But the approval 
on the one hand and the disproyal on 
the other seem xo clash when they 
meet together it) us who stand be- 
tween. Why so ill an effect from 
from so good a cause? 

The principle just stated holds 
good. I think, tor many present situ- 
ations. But more specifically for 
our immediate purpose it throws light 
upon what is known us 'lite Ath- 
letic Situation lu the College?.'

If so, who 
is at fault; what, can be done to clear 
away the l'a tilt. 

And second, the writer of this let- 
ter offers services' for snJe. 'What « ill 
you pay.' If asks. It 1 will come 
and play upon your teams?' Thero 
is a blunder in his- mind when he 
asks such a flucntton: what Is it? 
No one can blame hint for offering 
services for sale. We all do that 
who earn our livings. The blunder 
lies in thinking that any proper col- 
lege would buy such services. lie 
thinks or its as hiring teams; as pay- 
ing men to 'represent' the college in 
its games. Who taught him things 
like that? Whore di.i he get his 
notion of what a college is. and what 
a game, and what n. feotboll fight 
between two groups of undergradu- 
ates? Someone has led him astray, 
has mb-bed him of the meaning of 
college sport. Who is the guilty per- 
son? We need to fis the guilt be- 
en nsr such robbery, such spoiling of 
our college games must stop. And 
we can stop thorn onJy by finding out 
jus! what they .'ire and and how they 
came about , .^ouK-whei-e in what we 
are. in -what we have done or left 
undone. In what we think and fool 
and teach the cause of our vexation 
will be found. And we must search 
until we find it. .Then having found 
it we must act accordingly.

] have said thai the truth about our 
college games needfe to be discovered 
n.nd stated. May T add that ii should 
be .-.;ated very carefully? The truth is, 
I think, that our athletic situation is 
fundamentally dishonest. But dis- 
honest' is a. dangerous term. It needs 
to be defined . 

This charge of 'dishonesty' is very 
commonly made .rust now, especially 
by younger people, against our estab- 
lished institutions. And; in large mcas- 
ure, I think, the sto-callcd revolt of 
you*h ib based upon this charge-. Older 
people seetu to say one thing when 
they mean another, to give one reason 
for on action when they are really 
moved by another. Hinr much of truth 
is there in the charge? Is the manaiff, 
ment of the world "just now unusually 
dishonest? Or is the resentment against 
dishonesty unusually keen? Both fac- 
tors. I think, enter into the situation. 

Men have always been moved by 
more than one motive at a time. And 
they have always been tempted to show 
one motive to one person und a second 
motive to another in order to secure 
the favor of each for a. common cause. 
When men say that trade follows the 
flag, they hope to link together, some- 
times in strange conductions, both pa- 
triots and moneymakers. When they 
add that trade follows the missionary, 
they are seeking to add religious people 
to the combination, or vice versa. And

Now in the spirit of our principle 
we arc bound to ask, 'What have we 
done to deserve this?' Here is a 
young man rejoicing in the fruits of 
two years of teaching in a well- 
known American coll'-vc . Presumably 
he has been under «5? instruction of 
school and college for fourteen or 
fifteen years. Presumably his 
achievements have been accepted as 
sufficient basis for promotion by 
school 'and coilcgt throughout 'that 
period. And yet lie is apparently 
untouched by what a school or col- 
ilege ought to give-. And this appears 
/at two point:-. Kirst , In- cannot write 
mi .English sentence. If his skill 
in athletics were erpjal to his skill 
in Kngllsh composition, what chimce 
would he have of 'making the team?' 
With such equipment a football coach 
would look upon liim as kindly as 



Are we unusually closer ill such du- 
plicity or multiplicity just now? Many 
younger people think we are— and 
they hate it. My own observation is 
that We are present unusually mixed 
up by a complicated world. We have 
more motives to correlate, more in- 
terests to manage than we are ready 
for. And l doubt very much whether 
the younger general ion in the same 
situation would have done any better 
with it than we have done. But, how- 
ever that may be, the two elements in 
the situation seem to me to stand out 
with striking clearness. First, we ha.vc 
had in our world— and still have — 
perplexities and hesitations and con- 
cealments and devices. And second, 
out ol these lias come a hatred of them, 
a demand lor straightforwardness in 
motive and action. 

h that demand can he mot with- 
out breaking the social machinery, the 
lycum ci pe.-T« <- will have a bettor 
world In which l.p live than had their 
elders, if they gel it they arc \vel- 
come to it even though ihcy slate their 
discovery of It In terms of a condem- 
nation of those who have, made their 
achievement necessary but who also 
have made II. possible, if they succeed 
they will record us as 'dishonest', per- 
haps a. more sympathetic judgement 
would call us 'complicated.'

I should like to iry *t> separate Hie 
original and the secondary motives 
which together make our complicated 
situation. 

There arc two primary motives [rent 
which oiler..! games spring, out of 
which 'ho essential spirit ot the games 
Is made. 

The first Is a desire of the players 
and ot the undergrn.dun.to community 
which they represent; If Is the desire 
for fun, for the sheer Joy of competition 
with another college and Its team. 
Taken all in all, l here Is no 'outside' 
interest of thu undoruruduiitu years 
which is no compelling or, within 
proper llnilis. so worth while its Hits. 
The second motive Is thu desire of 
players and communities for victory 
in the games. 'Phis too is essential. 
There can be no game without It. It 
one does not wish and strive for vic- 
tory, then one does not play at all. 
To play Is to piny to win. 

These two motives are, 1 think, Iho 
stuff ot which college spoil Is iwido. 
They are not Its only values, but thoy 
arc. 1 think, lis dominating Intentions, 
Do they give us an explanation of our 
letter? Evidently not. Any under- 
graduate knows that to pay a man to 
play on his team is not good sport, to 
hire a man to be a member of the col- 
lege in otdcr that he may 'represent' 
it, is a contradiction in terms. I do not 
mean to suggest that undergraduates 
are immune to self-contradiction. Hut 
1 do think that, if undergraduates were 
free from our complications, they would 
escape this son of contradiction. The 
young American is a good sport if he 
gets a fair chance at being one. But 
the sting of this letter lies In the fact 
that it is addressed to the college au- 
thorities, that more specifically it asks 
for a scholarship from the college funds 
na payment for athletic service. Evi- 
dently it presumes that president and 
faculty are interested in winning teams. 
Are ihcy? And if so. why? What are 
their motives in relation to college 
sport? 

My own experience in such matters 
has been. I think, a very fortunate 
one. And yet experience as well us 
observation compels me to give to 
this question an answer which one 
would rather not glvo. 'Wc' arc, in- 
terested In winning teams, not only 
because we like to win. but also be- 
cause life is easier for us, adminis- 
tration is more smooth, when teams 
are winning than when they . lose. 1 
have heard It said that the turn of a 
same would have much to do with 
the success of a drive for endowment. 
I have seen lists of figures eagerly 
compiled and scanned to show that 
under one administration the percent- 
age of victories are quite as great as 
under another. What arc the secon- 
dary motives at work here? Why 
docs administration care for victor- 
ies more than for defeats? 

The answer is that viclorlirs are 
supposed to win for the college the 
favour ot men who without them 
would be indifferent or antagonistic. 
To put it quite bluntly, the college 
needs the favor and support, of men 
who are not sufficiently Interested 
in its essential values to cure for it 
because ol" these, it therefore makes 
appeal to them on oilier grounds. It 
hopes that in Hie fact thai, one foot- 
ball team has beaten another they 
will find reason lor endowing the 
scholarship and teaching with which 
the first team is 'connected,' H of- 
fers an insult to their inleligence as 
an appeal lo their favor. 

There are two groups of men lo 
e-hom this appeal is especially made, 
the 'public' and the 'athletic alumni.' 
In the rlrst case. it. is hoped I hut 
the news of the winning ol' gomes, If 
properly spread abroad, will make a 
good impression upon people who do 
nor know the college in other ways. 
In Ibis sense, winning teams are 'gond 
advertising,' If is believed thai, 
wherever the news of victory goes, 
'boys' will be attracted to ,tho college, 
thieir friends will be impressed by its 
strength, and so the numbers and jho 
prestige of the Institution will be In- 
creased. In the, early period of build- 
ing-up since the early nineties, ibis 
notion has been widespread and 
sornptlnmus very powerful. 

The appeal lo Iho 'athletic alumni' 
is very similar. These men arc Ihc 
graduates and nougraduatcs of 'thu 
college who value athletic vli/l.orlcs 
very highly. In some Cew exceeding- 
ly crude casts, limy senni lo care for 
victories and lor nothing else. Per 
these men a college la an athletic 
club with certain oilier very Irritat- 
ing appendages. But the great or num- 
ber of Hin group art not so dull as 
this. They commonly believe first, 
that victories give 'good advertising.' 
and second, that victories indien I c 
bettor than anything elso Ihc quality 
of Hie undergraduate life, and even of 
(he college Instruction and adniinl.i- 
trution, For lack of oilier sland- 
Ul'ds, they judge llic College by Ibis, 
with which ihcy are 'familiar. 

Now lite easenllal fciiuiv id' both 
these appeals i.- tha.l the college is 
auenipllng by indirection in win l|ie 
favour of men for one cause by meet- 
ing their inleri'Hl In aiiol)irr. And 
ihJn Is simply one Phfis'o „f Dm lad 
that those who arc carrying on edn- 
cullonul work in Ameripii musli or

If any one doubts that our 
double dealing In harmful lo edu- 
cation. 1 would refer him In the 
Idler with which (his discussion be- 
gan. The ciifo Is extreme bill It Is 
roprcuontntvv. Uo wo suppose, thai 
«'u can HuiToinul our students with 
a persistent and powerful inlsropi'o- 
ueulnlion of what they nrp doing In 
college and yot expect them In un- 
derstand their limit ami do It well? If 
wo tell Ihetn Hint a college wllh good 
tennis Is a good college, what do we 
expect tlltilu to chouse an I hoir own 
college purposes? The business of 
'advertising' a college needs very 
careful scrutiny. I have yet to see 
nny college undertake to 'nil met' boys 
by appeal lo iho lesser Values of Ihc 
college ilfo wllhoul iit'rtllo samo Ume 
had boiter; go elsewhere If Ihcy wish 
to gel an education. We are under 
obligation In advertise our colleges 
in thu sensu or explaining what llioy 
are, whn.t thoy have it) give. Hut 
we arc under dynn greater obligation 
to slop misrepresenting the college 
mid its work In order lo rhaku It at- 
tractive lu those who arc not Inter- 
ested In il. At lis best, Ibis procedure 
Is an attempt l.u catch young mon 
unaware^, to -give them an educa- 
tion while they sic thinking Of somo- 
thing else. At its worst, It Is crude 
and vulgar deception. Hut In either 
enso it Is essentially hostile to the 
work and the spirit of a place where 
learning is, where truth and know- 
ledge lire lo be sought and found. 

Witli respect lo the alumni who 
have judged the college by Us ath- 
letic victories we have, t think, genu- 
ine ground for encouragement. I say 
this not for administrative reasons, 
but because It scorns to nid trua^ Any 
alumnus who stops lo think Knows 
that, a good team doea not prove a 
good college'. When 'all is said and 
done, if is clear that the surest and 
best way lo got a good team is to 
buy it, to hire the pluyers and to 
hire good coaches '->> train them. 
This has been shown • very clearly 
in many stkirnig ea.ses.'And in less 
striking cases is equally true accord- 
ing to the measure of tht» dishonesty 
and i lack' of sportsmanship, in the 
face of facta like these, no one can 
Continue to think that a. college may 
be judgod by its teams. And in 
gciicrul I beilcvo that the graduates 
of our colleges are learning betlvr 
standards, are judging not so much by 
petty and lesser values as by the 
essential things. It is at. least lo bo 
sincerely hoped than this ■ is true. 
'JM-oly every presidtn: and every 
faculty should be busy In trying to 
iuakc.it trim. We, need from- our 
friends, support and favor, but, far 
more than these, wn need from our 
own graduates genuine and sympa- 
thetic understanding ot what wo uro 
trying to do. Whatever hinders that, 
harms our work. Whatever in- 
creases it. makes good education morn 
nearly possible. That athletic mis- 
representation lias done grievous 
harm to Lho American collège, its 

students, Us leaolie.rs, Us graduates, 
Its outside friends, no oho win doubt. 
That it must be sloppod is equally 
oertain. »

For Return of Light Duties 
While on Voyage 

If I here are any of my readers who 
would like lo go lu I'higla nd next 
summer, rind would ho content to ro- 
cnlve Hie sum of sixpence for his ser- 
vices, , I will endeavour lo point oui 
liow 1 1 ■ In may be done When con- 
lorn plal Inst working nnr's passage on 
a boat, trouble generally aris^s from 
I he fuel, I hat tho crew urn usually re- 
quired to sign on for a round trip; If 
they fall lo report when the ship is 
ready to tiniki* Hie homeward Journey 
thoy are branded or, deserters, Con- 
sequently Hie lime for a holiday mi 
the other side In too short for prae- 
llcal purposes. 

However, the Job of cotllcinnn dors 
not have this ill sstl vantage; he Is only 
required to loon alter Ihc consign- 
ment mill! It. arrives at. Liverpool; he 
cioou aftorwards signs off and In at 
liberty. If he wishes to return to Ca- 
nada at the expense of ;lie Shipping 
Company, on whose boat he Is sailing, 
hi. In usually i-nrpilrnd to lake passage 
at the next sailing of a. boa.t belonging 
In that company. Hut, with », care- 
fully woven yarn, a few weeks nf 
gra.ee arc often allowed. 

Lei. me, now. give you a short, ac- 
count of my experiences on n. cattle 
lion.t. In December; 1921 i I -decided 
that It would he very delightful to 
spend two months In England; but, na 
I was not overburdened with the ne- 
cessary funds, I started lo reconnol- 
ter around the Whipping Offices uf St. 
John, where I eventually procured a 
Job as cattleman on a, ship hound for 
Manchester, sailing from Halifax on 
December 26th. There was some de- 
lay in starting, as tho shipment of 
cattle arrived at Halfax fotir days 
late. They wero eventually. .taken on 
board a.t four p.m. on December 30th. 
In all. there were twenty cattlemen to 
tend 250 head of cattle. Now our 
Herculean labours, which were to 
continue for twelve hours, had start- 
ed. Dehorned cattle, we are informed 
bv the Board of Agricult ire ninke su- 
perior beef they are also considered 
less ferocious; but they are certainly 
impossible thing? to tie up. Each 
bctst. when it- came on hoard had a 
fope tied round . its neck, but the 
ropes of the aforementioned bovine 
speces had a persistent habit of slip- 
ping off just as we had succeeded in 
manoeuvring the animal Into its ap. 
pointed place. Most of these bullocks 
had nowr seen a man on foot, before 
they started on their way to market; 
many clearly showed, by sonorous 
bellowing and prominent eye sockets, 
how much pleasure it would givç 
them to reduce their attendants to a 



pulp, i One animal, more persistent 
than Its fellows, rind gifted wllh the 
art of hurdling. Jumped out. of Iho 
pens onto the deck, and started to 
look around for an adversary. But, 
quicker Hum Hie deck of a battleship 
could bo cleared f r, r action, this deck 
wris clearor) of hurrims, After much 
strategy ihls animal was Isssooed 
and returned to (he enclosure from 
v. hlch II. had escaped. To cut the ac- 
count of a long and energetic pro- 
codding short, wo retired to our downy 
conches soon after four o'clock next 
morning, having llod up I wo hundred 
or the two hundred and fifty head of 
cattle. 

Wo started from Halifax about four 
p, ni. lho same day, December 31st. 
The weather was almost Ideal tho 
whole way over, cxcej.t. for fog, and a 
storm which we encountered In th* 
Irish Sea. the. day before wo arrived 
at Liverpool. The work required of 
tho cattlemen was not viry onrroui-; 
In fact. It was Just about enough to 
prevent tho 'Voyage from becoming te- 
(IIoub. Wc started at four a-, m. — al- 
most as early >a.«. the hour at which 
v/o are required to turn out for foot- 
ball at King's College, Halifax. The 
first duty was to water and feed the 
stock; this task had to br finished be- 
fore tho crew started *vork on . deck. 
Kor tho first two or three days the 
beasts would not drink tho peculiar 
looking fluid served up to them In 
pails; however, when they once start- 
ed to Imbibe, their capacity scorned 
to be almost unlimited; some of them 
would drink tori palls of water with- 
out turning the proverbial hair. As 
all this water had to be carried along 
a. slippery deck bristling with ventila- 
tors, on a rocking boat, with wa.vos 
coining over now and then drenchinçc 
one to the skin, this habit of exces- 
sive drinking was a. nuisa.nce. - The 
héxt-duty wos % to haul up balrs'of hay 
and bags of feed from the hold of the 
ship, for Hie next day'3 feeding. This 
accomplished, one could rest until 
four p. m. when the final feed of the 
day was "riven. 

Heforc t met the rest of the cattle- 
men, f had some mtst-Ivinss as to 
what variety of the human species 
they would belong, fn tiil3 respect I 
received a most agreeable surprise- 
Several of them were Western f.trmers 
who were, going to England for a 
short holiday during the slack snason. 
It appears that the Board of Tra.dc 
regulates tiic rations of food to which 
each seaman is entitled, so that, if 
one receives only one lump of sugar 
in a cup of tea, where the regulations 
call for two. a prosecution of the 
shipping Company »nsueg: at any rate 
there was plenty of good food avail- 
able for the cattlemen. The cabin- in 
which we consumed it, however, was 
not so attractive; in fact, when we 
hove in sight of EnsUnd it closely re- 
sembled tho Augean Stables All the 
food for a meal was issued, at the 
same time, in large flat tin pans; 
there were twenty men eating in the 
same small cabin- As wc were in the 
l'oréoustto of the ship, there was gen- 
erally considerable longitudinal and 
lateral movement. Imagine! -trying to 
drink sotrp tmd»r t,he*o conditions! 
Each one would be copcentratin; up-

on the plate in his hand; at tho same 
time guarding with, a Jealous ey« a. 
cup of tea on some other suitable 
perch. But most likely no one. would 
be troubling ahout the unexpended 
portion of the day's raticn of soup or 
hash, which would slide gracefully 
onto the floor, where, it was at once 
trodden under foot. Multiply this oc- 
currence hy ten, and you may have 
Home. Idea, of the condition of tho cabin 
floor towards the latter end of tho 
trlr. 

Before vt reached Liverpool, how- 
ever, we had a. most effective, al- 
though at the time. a. somewhat dis- 
agreeable housee.lfianing. The ship 
TO running up the Irish Sea, in mod- 
erately rough weather; the waves 
were washing the deck on tho wind- 
ward side of the boat, but our cabin 
faced to the leeward where the waves 
wore nut corning up ns high as the 
portholes. The lights of Holyhead 
could he seen flickering on the horizon. 
As this wan the first sight of England, 
everyone was naturally most exciled. 
The man who oocupWl the bunk 
ahove ray own thought that he could 
s?» in.' rneatioïw.1 lights more 
clearly if ho oponed the porthole. 
This was disastrous; for the next 
thir.i- I remember waa the sight of a 
solid .-.olumn of water issuing through 
the opened, port. Both men and their 
belongings became flotsam on a briny 
sea." The cabin looked like an ancient 
Roman bath. To put it mildly, this 
adventure rather: dampened our en- 
thusiasm, and any lights of Englar.d 
that might be visible lost their at- 
traction. The next move was to be. 
take ouselves to the stoke hold, where 
we sp«snt the rest of tho night In order 
that w? might dry ojir clothes and our 
enthusiasm. 

The next morning we reached Liver- 
pool; rim cattle were landed, and. In 
about two hours, we were underway 
asalu. slowly gliding up the Manches- 
ter Ship Canal. Space forbid3 nie to 
give any account of thlo wonderful 
engineering- feat, but I assure you 
that; although proceeded at . the 
rate of titre*, miles an hour, the jour- 
ney did not become monotonous. Fin- 
ally, we reached Manchester, where w« 
were takou before a, rampant. Immi- 
gration official, from whose clutches 
we came forth, bearing a certificate of 
discharge, statins that . "our general 
conduct had beon good" during Hie 
voyage . .
